Planned As Investment 
The city petitioned that the en­

building, not for the purpose of

is now being obtained in govern­ 
m ent bonds.

in those vital cells. The figure 
for 
the 
world is about 1800. 
These totals estimate roughly the dam ­ 
age we may he doing right now to the new 
generations. They are infinitesimally small 
w hen set against our and the w orld’s pres­ 
ent population. Rut they do not make one 
feel easier about the future. 
For this geneticist, Dr. 
S turtevant 
of 
California Institute of 
Technology, 
says 
that if we step up atomic radiation to the 
m axim um am ount possible without inflict­ 
ing dam age on the bodies of living 
per­ 
sons, then about 330,Otto babies b o m 
in 
this country7 each year would have harm ­ 
ful changes in their germ cells,

Victim of Spastic Colon

Readers repeatedly ask questions about

What causes it, they ask, and w hat can be 
done about it? Does 't eventually lead to 
cancer? Certainly these questions deserve 
an answ'Ci —though a good one cannot be 
given to all oi them —since this is one of 
the most common ailments known to mod­ 
ern man. 
The colon is the lower part of the intes­ 
tinal tube. In many people it gets into a 
state of chronic nritation and 
w'hen 
it 
does it is called spastic colon or irritable 
bowel, Vague abdominal distress, growl­ 
ing sounds, and disturbances in waste eli­ 
mination are common mgns. Many thing** 
enter into the development of spastic colon 
including the too frequent use of

emotional 
stress and strain.

This can also contri­ 
bute to the development of spastic colon 
The pressure of modern life, particularly 
on a “highly strung" tem peram ent has a 
lot to do with bowel trouble.

WASH INGTON — For the 
first 
time 
since December 1041. a President of the 
United State’s has formally requested au ­ 
thority (rom Congress to use the 
armed 
forces of the United States in a specific 
situation involving already existent 
hos­ 
tilities. 
But tho step is intended, nevertheless, 
m ore to prevent a w ar and indeed to stop 
the present fighting, than to enlarge the 
scope of military action. 
So it may truly be said that tile Presi­ 
dent has acted to prevent a 
w ar 
rather 
than to bring one on. And, if there 
is 
a 
calming down of the situation in the Far 
East in a few days, the world m ay witness 
a dram atic vindication of the 
philosophy 
expressed so often bv statesmen of cour­ 
age that the best way to deter an aggres­ 
sor government is- lo let if know clearly 
and explicitly in Advance that you will re­ 
sist. 
The Congress is ready to support the 
joint resolution overwhelmingly. This 
in 
itself is a dem onstration not only of 
n a­ 
tional unity but firmness in a crisis. The 
Republicans naturally follow their 
party 
leader, while 1he Democrats 
are 
saving 
that the 
chief 
executive 
already 
has 
am ple power lint they are not unwilling 
to express their support by voting for the 
resolution so that world opinion may be 
impressed. It presents a combination of 
legal and psychological factors. 
IMPORTANT AS PRECEDENT 
Mr. Eisenhower might have spoken in 
person to Congress instead of transm itting 
his written request by messenger to both 
houses, hut if was stated in his behalf that 
he didn’t w ant to o v e rd ra m a tiz e the oc­ 
casion and give the impression that this 
w as like other instances in history when 
a request for w ar (lowers was being made. 
Still it would have been 
better 
if 
the 
President had addressed 
Congress, 
espe­ 
cially since later in the same day he posed 
before the newsreels and 
television 
ca­ 
m eras and read half the text of the mes­ 
sage anyway. 
The wording of the 
document 
is 
of 
transcendent im portance as a 
precedent. 
Careful exam ination of its phrases will re­ 
veal that providing “military 
and 
eco­ 
nomic support to the Chinese 
Nationalist 
governm ent" is only one of several rea­ 
sons for the dup. Prim arily the objective 
is to protect the interests of the United 
States. 
The Republic of China, with its capital 
on Formosa, has invited American aid and 
w hen any governm ent requests aid from 
another, it is in accord with international 
law to come to its support. The resolution, 
however, states that the move is designed 
to resist an arm ed attack, which, “ if con­ 
tinued, would gravely endanger the peace 
and security of the west Pacific area.” It 
goes on to say that “ the secure possession 
by friendly governm ents of the 
western 
Pacific island chain, of which Formosa is a 
part, is essential to the vital interests of 
the United States and all friendly nations 
in or bordering upon the Pacific ocean." 
This makes clear the case for a specific 
defense of the United St ates by protect ing 
its outlying areas. For, in an age of 
air- 
power, it is vitally important that 
bases 
t h o u s a n d s of miles aw ay from one’s own 
continent shall be in fr ie ndl y hands lest 
an attack by air be launched from those 
bases. 
President T rum an recognized this p r i n ­ 
ciple when he ordered the U. S. Seventh 
Fleet to protect Formosa in 
Ju n e 
1950 
w hen American forces joined with other 
nations in a United Nations com m and to 
resist aggression in North Korea. 
Many 
observers feel that Mr. 
Trum an 
should 
have gone to Congress after that act of in­ 
tervention to secure ratification of what 
he had done. 
A PROP1 R ACTION 
A lready m ing that precedent as a guide, 
m any persons are sav tug now that Presi­ 
dent Fasenhowei did n ’t need to go to Con­ 
gress to get authority to protect Formosa 
Fhe tiuth is that in an emergency a Presi­ 
dent can act on his own, but he is morally 
bound to go to ( on gross for confirmation 
if the hostilities continue or are enlarged 
as they were in Korea. 
Mr. Eisenhower promised the American 
people in his 1952 campaign that he would 
consult ( oregress before taking any step.-, 
that might lead to war, He is m aking good

gress. But there are freely expressed Re­ 
publican opinions that if present

continue, union labor control of the D em ­ 
ocratic P arty or even a U. S. Labor Party 
are possible. For the 
Republicans, 
thi* 
poses a problem of how' to win more union 
labor support. 
Analyses of last Novem ber’s elections, 
looking prim arily at the union labor rote 
influence, are still not yet completed. But 
the highlights are so readily discernible 
that they show a pattern.

V . S. SENATE RACES IN WHICH the 
labor vote held at least the

In all, the Democrats took 27 governor - 
ships—a gain of seven—but not all these 
can be attributed to a labor vote. 
Similarly, in state legislature races, one 
prelim inary count indicates that the Dem­ 
ocrats took a total of 545 seats aw ay from 
Republicans, and lost only six. Just whar 
the labor vote influence was in these re ­ 
sults is still under study. 
The general trend, however, is consid­ 
ered significant. While only 16 million out

Heavy snow depths iii the Fpper Peninsula, particularly in the western half, can spell trouble for the deer herd. 
The above graph showing average snow 
depths from the winter of 1936-37 through last winter dramatically illustrates how the western Upper Peninsula is harder hit by heavy snow s than any other part 
of the state. 
During the period covered by the graph, no area in Michigan ever has had larger average snow’ depths than the western Northern Peninsula, although 
the northern part of the Lower Peninsula has averaged greater depths than the eastern Upper Peninsula during three of the 18 winters 1941-42, 1947-48 and 1948-49). 
The last severe whiter in the western Upper Peninsula occurred during 1950-51.

In buying chicks, buy them from a 
reliable hatchery near home. T he 
chicks w ill be on the road only a 
few hours and arrive

condition. If you get them off to 
a good start at the very beginning, 
your cost will be down and they 
will bring returns at 
an earlier 
date.

trees that yield a good flow of sap 
high in sugar content. 
Robbins is

WASHINGTON ZP -The Agricul­ 
ture Department said today field 
surveys |x>int to a serious infesta­ 
tion of the destructive European 
corn borel- this year in the na­ 
tion's corn belt. 
The degree of the infestation will 
be determined largely by weather, 
conditions during the spring, the 
departm ent said, adding that po- 
m a r- ' tential egg-laying borer moths are 
! much more numerous now in many 
areas than tit any time since 1949. 
A serious infestation in 1949 cost 
growers an estimated loss of 350 
million dollars. 
Warm, moist weather during the 
spring season is generally favor­ 
able to the development of corn 
borers. Cool, dry, windy weather 
is usually' unfavorable. 


The 
insect 
cuts 
its 
way 
into 
stalks of the corn plant, snapping 
plant vitality. Experts say a single 
borer in each plant can reduce 
crop prospects an average of 3 
per cent. 
'The departm ent said the survey 
showed that in the 13 north central 
states, corn borer populations last 
fall averaged 223 for every 
IOO 
stalks of corn. This com pares with 
an average of 114 for each IOO 
stalks found in a similar survey 
in the fall of 1953.
